Youth Hunted by Officers of Three 


Counties Succeeds in Eluding 


Them Near Orange. 


STAYS IN WOODS AND HILLS 


Was Sentenced From One to Eight 


Years in Local Court in 1912- 


Out on Parole. 


Hunted by the officers 
in 
three 
counties— Franklin, 
Fayette 
and 
Rn-Ii— Irvin Stevens, 
ace ii-cd 
of 
robbing 
stores 
in 
Andersonville^ 
Orange, Laurel, and Glenwood, still 
roam- at large in hills and thickets 
south of Orange. 
Nothing ha- been 
-cen of Steven- since Sunday when 
he entered and robbed the home of 
Lyman Barnard, near Orange. 
At the Barnard home Stevens took 
a -hoi gun and a rifle and seventy- 
five round- of ammunition. A search 
was made for him but it wa- impos­ 
sible to find him in the thick woods 
and the hills south of Orange. 
The 
officers believe that the 
only 
way 
they will capture him is by driving 
him out through hunger. 
On 
December 17, 1912. 
Stevens 
who wa- then -eventeen y e a r s old. 
was sentenced to serve from one to 
eight year- in the Jeffersonville re­ 
formatory on a charge of larceny. 
At that time he wa- accused of rob­ 
bing the home of Ed 
Dolan, 
near 
Falmouth* 
Ile, eluded the officers in 
about the same manner a s in 
the 
present ca se, but w as finally cap­ 
tured when he went to the home of a 
farmer to get something to eat. Tile 
sentence was pronounced by 
Judge 
Blair, who was then judge 
of 
the 
Rush circuit court. 
Stevens served about two 
years 
and was paroled.

is 
caught lie will he taken back to tin* 
reformatory to serve out the 
rest 
of his term. 
Steven- has roamed the woods a 
greater part of Iii- lite and is 
so 
thoroughly acquainted with the lulls 
and country in that section that it

him. 
An old si lack was found Sun­ 
day in which he had been sleeping. 
It was at first thought that he was 
iii the house hut a complete

-bowed that he had been sleeping in 
the garret and had again taken to 
the woods.

Stevens is not con-idered dangerous 
and the officers are not afraid of the 
two gun- he carries.

I.— President 
Wilson -ugge-ted the advisability of 
withholding comment on the German 
situation for the present today. Now 
that he has the 
complete 
official 
text of the German reply before him, 
and lins discussed it with the cabinet 
it might 
he dangerous to offer 
too 
wide 
conjectures 
as to the exact 
nature of the reply, he said. 


The president told his callers that 
he was very hopeful that the reply 
could be composed so as to go for­ 
ward to 
Berlin 
very soon. 
It was 
later understood that the reply would 
be enroute to Berlin by Thnr-day*; 
certainly not later than Friday. 


The German note was believed to 
have been the 
principal 
topic dis­ 
e a s e d at the cabinet meeting which 
lasted 
two 
hours 
and 
twenty 
minute-. The executive was said to 
have gone over all the points he pro­ 


posed to make 
in the next commun­ 
ication to Berlin. There wa- under­ 


sto o d 'to have been no dissension from 
the opinion that the United States 
must maintain 
the position it 
a s - 
-umed in the original note 
to Gor­ 
illa ny. 


In 
all the 
essentials 
involving 
America’s integrity, it was learned 
that the next note will likely dupli­ 
cate it- predecessor. It will assert 
that the burden of proof in regard 
to the Lusitania being an armed ship 
will rest on Germany.

THREE BAD FIRES RESULTED

polis announced himself, as a candi­ 
date for governor 
subject to 
the 
democrat ic 
primaries. 
He declared 
himself for women suffrage, a con­ 
stitutional convention, and against the 
liquor traffic. 


Risk is recognized as leader of the 
anti-Taggart faction 
in the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
Because Indiana will 
fo r the iir-^t time nominate by the 
direct 
prim ary 
process, 
today’s 
announcement 
foreshadows 
what 
probably will be the 
stiffest 
fight 
Thonia- Taggart ha> yet experienee- 
ed for the control of that party. 


The announcement came in an open 
letter to Richard B. Kirby oi Ind­ 
ianapolis, president of the Wilsoii- 
Bryan league of Indiana. It was in 
answer to a letter from Kirby a>k- 
II,g Ki.-k to become a candidate. 


In bringing in tin* liquor question 
Risk went one step better than Kirby. 
who mentioned only women suffrage 
and the 
constitutional 
convention. 
He denounced the liquor 
traffic as 
“controlling or attempting to con­ 
trol 
all law 
enforcing 
agencies; 
surrounding itself with crime, vice 
debauchery 
and prostituting 
both 
men and women.” 


Risk refers to the fight for the 
Jones direct primary law. 
Ile has 
been given credit by John R. Jones 
as being the leader in the fight for 
the law in the recent legislature, lie 
calls upon the voters to use “ the im­ 
plement that has been placed ill their 
hands, which will enable them to be­ 
gin in Hie precinct and .-elect the 
right kind of men who go to make 
up tin* 
party 
organization. 
“ The 
political bo-s must be overthrown" 
-ays Risk. 
“ The people now have a 
prim ary law which will allow them to 
have the kind oi government 
they 
want.’' 
( ’oncerning woman suffrage Risk 
s a y s :— 
‘*1 believe that every woman that 
desires to vote in our state should 
have the right to vote. I believe the 
women o f Indiana are ju st as cap ­ 
able of determining 
what sort 
of 
government is best suited to bring 
the g r e a t e s t 
good to the 
greatest 
number, as are tho men. 
“ Woman has been able to 
meet 
every demand 
made upon her. 
In 
many lines they have excelled the 
men. A very large 
percent 
of the 
teachers in our schools are women. 
They are capable 
ol training 
the 
youth. 
Iii the professional line we 
find them men’s 
equal ii not 
their 
superior. In many instances they are 
compelled to maintain a home. They 
arc the owners of property and I lear 
their burden of the taxation, and yet 
in our state they have no voice in the 
government 
which they are 
called 
upon to 
help 
maintain. 
However, 
the day is not far distant when the 
women 
of Indiana will have 
that 
which is due them— the right 
to 
stand on an equality with men.” 
Ile declares that a constitution­ 
al convention 
is needed to 
obtain 
woman suffrage 
aud “ many 
acute 
questions now confronting 
us 
that 
never will be properly settled until 
the people of Indiana demand the 
right to revise or rewrite their own 
fundamental law in their own way.” 
Ri-k has tile following to say on 
the liquor traffic: 
“ There i- one que-fmn that you 
have not discussed in yolur letter 
hich i- extremely vital in our state. 
it has had much to do in preventing 
the progress of popular government. 
It has laid it- vicious hands on every 
attempt 
to bering 
about 
needed 
moral reform-. 
It i- found in the 
hamlet, the village, 
the town, 
the 
municipality and the state. 
It con­ 
trols or attem pts to control all law 
enforcing agemm -. It 
unrounds it­ 
self wuli clime, vice and debauchery. 


It i- the prostitutor of both men and 
women. It is a full partner with those 
who live by committing crime. This 
great evil, the liquor traffic, must not 
only be driven out of politics, but it 
must be driven out of the state; and 
those who believe in honest govern­ 
ment (‘annot dodge this issue. They 
will be and should be compelled to 
fight the liquor trallic with all their 
might because of its tenacious hold 
on the government. 
Ile then quotes Federal Judge A. B.

letter appeared. He is known to have 
a large personal acquaintance in the 
state, due partly to the many years 
spent in the insurance field. Ile was 
for 29 years a member of the ex­ 
ecutive committee of the Independ­ 
ent Order 
of Foresters, was 
high 
chief ranger of the order 
at one 
time and for four years was state 
manager. At present he is manager 
of the Indianapolis 
branch of the 
North American Insurance Company 
of Chicago. 
Observers have not hesitated to 
-tate that should Risk become a cali­ 
nda te In* would draw to his banner 
the Bryan element in Indiana Dem­ 
ocracy which is rated very strong. 
Ri-k has long been identified with 
the secretary of -tate. Bryan stop­ 
ped at the Risk home in Lafayette at 
the time 
of the big rally in 
1907 
when he announced 
his 
candidacy 
for the presidency in 1908. 
Risk h a s had extensive experience; 
in polities, 
in 1908 he led a fight 
against Taggart in the state 
com­ 
mittee which was deadlocked for 43 
ballots over choice of a state chair­ 
man. 
Taggart organization 
finally 
elected S tites Kaekson 
to succeed 
\Y. II. O'Brien. Curiously, O’Brien at 
this time is mentioned 
as the most 
probable candidate of the organizat­ 
ion forces for governor.

Ten thousand con­ 
federates, more than 0,000 Virginia

STAYS IN WOODS AND HILLS 


Was Sentenced From One to Eight 


Years in Local Court in 1912—

Hunted by the officers

Rush— In-iii Stevens, accused of 
robbing stores 
in Andersonville, 


Orange, Laurel, and Glcnwood, still 
roams at large in hills and thickets 
south of Orange. Nothing has been 
seen of Stevens since Sunday when 
he entered and robbed the home of 
Lyman Barnard, near Orange. 


At the Barnard home Stevens took 


a shot gun and a rifle and seventy- 
five rounds of ammunition. A search 
was made for him but it was impos- 
sible to find him in the thick woods 
and the hills south of Orange. The 
officers believe that the 
only 
way 


they will capture him is by driving 
him out through hunger. 


On December 17. 1912, 
Stevens 


who was then seventeen years old, 
was sentenced to serve from one to 
eight years in the Jeffersonville re- 
formatory on a charge of larceny. 
At that time he was accused of rob- 
bing the home of Ed Dolan, 
near 


Falmouth, He eluded the officers in.' 
about the same manner as in the 
present case, but was finally cap- 
tured when he went to the home of a 
farmer to get something to cat. The 
sentence was pronounced by Judge 
Blair, who was then judge of the 
Rush circuit court. 


Stevens served about two years 


and was paroled. In case he is 
caught he will be taken back to the 
reformatory to serve out the rest 
of his term. 


Stevens has rnnmod the woods a 


greater part of his life and is 
so 


thoroughly acquainted with the hills 
and country in that section that it 
is practically impossible to locate 
him. 
An old shack wa.s found Sun- 


day in which he had been sleeping. 
It was at first thought that he was 
in the house but a complete search 
showed that he had been sleeping in 
the garret and had again taken to 
the woods. As far 
as is known 


Stevens is not considered dangerous 
and the officers are not afraid of the 
two guns he carries.

twenty-fifth 


annual reunion of the United Con- 
federate 
Veterans, 
which 
bcgilis 


here today and continues June 2 and 
3, gives promise of being the great- 
est gathering of Confederates since 
the war. Coming just fifty years 
after the close of the great struggle, 
tlie 1915 reunion in the old capitol 
of the Confederacy has proven--* 
great attractioa. 


Perhaps the leading feature of the 


reunion will be the great 
military 


parade and spectacle which r- is 
scheduled for the morning of June .3, 
in which not only the Confederate 
veterans but crack 
military com- 


mands from the North and South 
will participate. Ten thousand con- 
federates, more than 3,000 Virginia 
militiamen, "The Old Guard" of New 
York, tte Governors Foot Guards; of 
Connecticut, fifteen military bands, 
and many 
military 
organizations 


from the Southern States will be-in 
line. 


Not the least unique and interest- 


ing feature will be the formal open- 
ing of the Confederate Memorial In- 
stitute, or "Battle Abbey" as it is

temple of granite, of .classic lines

been constructed, and 
its 
formal 


opening will be a great event in the 
Confederate organization. 


Invitations have been issued to the 


Governors of the fifteen Southern 
States and to President Woodrow 
Wilson and other 
notables. 
Many 


have accepted 
and the President 


holds his reply in reservation. -The 
wives and families 
of the great 


leaders of the Southern armies have 
also accepted the invitations to": at- 
tend the 1915 reunion. 


A thrill is promised by the .com- • 


mittee in charge of the reunion -when 
the "Battle of the Crater," is repro- 
duced in fireworks the night of June 
2, at "Camp Stuart." Trenches will 
be constructed, dummy figures used, 
and at least two companies of sold- 
iers employed in staging the spec- 
tacle. 


On the morning of Thursday, June 


3, the cornerstone 
of the imposing 


monument to 
Stonewall 
Jackson, 


which is to be erected at Monument 
Avenue and the Boulevard, will be 
laid. 
Simple 
ceremonies are to 


mark this event. 


Unusual interest in the business 


sessions at the reunion is attached 
by reason of the fact that the Con- 
federates are lo decide definitely at 
this time to whom is to go the honor 
as designer of the Stars and Bars. 
This has been a much controverted 
point. 


The reunion will come to an end 


on Thursday with the grand ball in 
the First Regiment Armory and the 
military ball in the armory of the 
Richmond Light Infantry Bines.

Twenty licad of fine Jersey cattle, 


owned by John F. Boyd, are now pn 
tlie way home from Chicago where 
they have been held in quarantine 
since last fall on account 
of 
the 


foot and mouth disease. 
The quar- 


antine was lifted yesterday by the 
federal government and the 
cattle 


were permitted to be shipped into 
Indiana by order of State Veterin- 
arian Nelson. 


Something like 750 head of cattle 


were also released along with the 
Boyd 
cattle. 
Practically 
all 


of the Boyd cattle had the foot and 
mouth disease but suffered no ill ef- 
fects. 
The cattle arc in 
no way 


damaged as a result of the disease. 
The cattle were in Chicago for the 
National Dairy show when the quar- 
tine was put in effect. 
The govern- 


ment took the 750 head that were at 
the show and cared for them at the 
Hawthorn race track.
